“The permit issued to the Piedmont Mo- 
tor Car company on February 13, 1918, 
authorizing it to zell its stock in the state 
of Georgia, is revoked, and that company 
is ordered not to sell any more of its 
stock in this state. 

“Those concerned are notified 
following companies have sold 
Georgia in violation of the law 
the traveling salesmen or agents 
these stocks, each and every one 
committed a misdemeanor. 

“The concerns violating the law of Geor- 
gia are the Uncle Sam Oil company, the 
Virginia Oil and Gas corporation, — the 
Piedmont Motors corporation, the Great 
Southerr Oil company, the Terminal Oi} 
company, the Hoffman Oil and Refining 
company and the World Wonder Oil com- 
pany. 

‘‘Persons who purchased these stocks 
within the last twelve months have the 
right to rescind the contracts made and, 
morvover, have the right to prosecute the 
individuals from whom these stocks were 
purchased, regardless of whether the seller 
was principal, agent or broker. This de- 
partment advises every purchaser of these 
stocks to see to it that the seller gets

After a lenghty discussion of 
charges of underselling other whole- 
sale milk dealers in Atlanta for 
the purpose of monopolizing the io- 
cal milk market, made against the 
Georgia Creamery company at a 
meeting of the Georgia Milk Pro- 
ducers association yesterday after- 
noon in the Chamber of Commerce 
assembly hall, a committee of five 
was delegated to confer with every 
milk deaier in the city in an effort 
to establish a wholesale price for 
milk in Atlanta. 

The committee was asked to re- 
port back to the association at the 
tirst meeting of the association im- 
mediately after the holiday seasoli. 
lt was recommended that the prices 
to be fixed remain in effect tor at 
least a period of ninety days, and 
probably six months. 

Although the association favored 
a reduction in the wholesale milk 
price as soon as the cost of pro- 
duction permits, no forecast was 
made as to when a reduction could 
be made. It is the present inttn- 
tions of the association to uphold 
for awhile the wholesale prices now 
prevailing in Atlanta, and for that 
purpose a tentative agreement to 
that effect with the retail milk 
dealers will be sought by the com- 
mittee of five. 

The committee, appointed by D. 
Cc. Cole, chairman ef the board of 
control of the association, i 
posed of Thomas Greiner, 

Dance, J. R. Humphries, 
Gillen and Nick Parham. 

Charges made jonitly by J. R. 
Humphries and Paul F. White were 
to the effect that the Georgia 
Creamery company was seeking con- 
troi of the Atlanta market by un- 
derselling other dealers. It was 
charged that the firm was engaged 
in the practice of buying milk at 
60 cents a gallon and reselling at 
anywhere from 50 cents up to the 
cost price. 

It was also charged that a fund 
of $30,000 had been appropriated by 


the owners of the creamery for tho 


management to use in financing the 
alleged underselling scheme. 

The charges were characterized 
by Manager Paul of the creamery 
as being false. He also denied that 
milk had been sold by his firm for 
less than 60 cents, and at that price 
only on a few occasions.

south of Zapata, county seat of

The information is that the own- 
er of the store was bound, after 
which the place was looted, and the 
handits fled across the border.

He 
appeared to me, certainly, in as 
good mental condition as any man 
could be after being ill for nine 
or ten weeks.” . 

The other delegate of the com- 
mittee, Senator Hitchcock, demo- 
crat, of Nebraska, said the president 
seemed greatly improved since he 
saw him two weeks ago. 

‘My opinion is that he has been 
very sick, but is improving,” said 
Senator Hitchcock. “He has a pret- 
ty good idea of the Mexican situa- 
tion, and, although he did not give 
a final decision on the subject, he 
indicated that too many serious con- 
| siderations were involved to war- 
rant any hasty action.” 

The conference with the presi- 
dent, which the foregin relations 
committee decided to request yes- 
terday after Secretary Lansing had 
told it that he had not seen his 
chief during the recent Mexican ne- 
gotiations, was quickly arranged 
this morning when the two senators 
got into touch with the white house. 
They were told that if they con- 
sidered it urgent to see Mr. Wilson. 
they would be permitted to do so 
An appointmnet accordingly was ar- 
ranged for 2:30 o’clock in the after 
noon. 

Mra. Wilson at Conference, 

As the callers arrived, they were 
met by Dr. Grayson and Mrs. Wil- 
son, who conducted them to the 
sick room, Asked how long they 
might remain, the president’s physi- 
cian replied that he would leave that 
entirley to the judgment of the two 
Mrs. Wilson remained in 
the room throughout the confer- 
ence, 

Announcement of Jenkins’ release, 
it was said by those present, gave 
the conference its only dramatic 
turn. The news was telephoned to 
the white house after the two sen- 
ators had arrived, and was com- 
municated to Dr. Grayson by Sec- 
retary Tumulty. Returning to the 
sick room while Senator Fall, one of 
the bitterest criticis of the admin- 
istration’s past policy toward Mex- 
ico, was in the midst of his argu- 
ment for a diplomatic break, Dr. 
Grayson informed the president that 
Jenkins had been set free. All of 
those present expressed gratitude 
at the news, and then Senator Fal} 
resumed his statement. He is chair- 
man of a subcommittee which has 
investigated the whole subject of 
Mexican relations and he told the 
president of much of the evidence 
turned up by the inquiry, especially 
regarding the alleged activities of 
Mexican officials in spreaidng bol- 
shevist propaganda in this country. 

Senator Fall also gave the presi- 
dent a copy of. his resolution ask-~ 
ing that displomatic recognition of 
Carranza be withdrawn. This reso- 
lution now is before the foreign re- 
lations committee, which meets 
again Monday to act upon it. It was 
said the president expressed no final 
judgment regarding it but indicated 
he would give his advice to the 
committee or to congress by the end 
of the week. 

Fall Tells of Interview. 

When he returned to the capitol, 
Senator Fall was surrounded by 
his republican colleages, who sought 
news of the conference. He also 
saw Henry P. Fletcher, American 
ambassador to Mexico, and sent to 
the white house an abstract of the 
results of the subcommittee’s inves- 
tigation, requested by the president. 
He had indicated he might make 
this public tonight but decided not 
to do so for the present. 

Much of the substance of this ab- 
Stract, it was said, was given to the 
president today by Senator Fall, 
who did most of the talking. The 
whole conference was declared to 
have been of the most friendly na- 
ture, the president closing it with a 
story about an Irishman who, when 
asked whether he thought the Unit- 
ed States would take Mexico, re- 
plied:

Although he had not seen Secre- 
tary Lansing since he became ill, the 
Senator said, Mr. Wilson had seen 
other members of his cabinet nad 
was doing an increasing amount of 
work daily. 

Visit Did Wilson Good. 

After the conference Dr. Gray- 
son said the visit apparently had 
done the president good and that 
he seemed to have enjoved it. The 
physician added that he had ar- 
ranged for his patient to remain in 
bed for the conference because he 
had been up for some time during 
the morning, and it was desired to 
Suard against tiring him too much. 

The news of the release of Jen- 
kins Was given varying interpreta- 
tions in official and oengressional 
circles. State department officials 
had no comment to make upon it, in 
the absence of more detailed in- 
formation, but Senator Hitchcock 
and other democrats in congress 
declared it seemed to relieve the 
strain that had been placed upon 
relations with Mexico, and to bear 
out their position that the senate 
and house should keep hands off 
until the state department had had 
an opportunity to determine wheth- 
er Carranza would heed its warn- 
ing in regard to the American citi- 
zens and their rights. 

A break in diplomatie relations, 
Senator Hitchcock argue, mi ght give 
Carranza an excuse for. setting 
aside the coming presidential elec- 
tions and resuming a dictatorship. 

Senator Fall and other republic- 
ans said they hoped the outcome of- 
the Jenkins incident meant that 
Carranza had determined to adopt a 
new policy toward American inter- 
ests, but pointed out that other 
grievances still exist. Much sig- 
nificance is attached by Senator Fall 
to the evidence regarding alleged 
radical propaganda by Mexicans in 
the United States, and he said he 
would lay before the president pho- 
tostatic copies of letters by Mexican 
officials indorsing such a campaign. 
One of these letters, he said, was 
signed by President Carranza. 

Mexico’s Killing Record. 

The president today sent to the 
senate, in response to a resolution 
adopted last June, a report from 
Secretary Lansing that 927 citizens 
of countries other than the United 
States had been killed in Mexico 
Since the overthrow of Porfirio 
Diaz. More than one-third of those 
killed were Chinese. 

The report supplemented one re- 
cently made to the senate on the 
number of Americans’ killed in 
Mexico. 

The text 


of Secretary Lansing’s 
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letter to the president, transmitted 
to the senate, follows: 

“The undersigned, the secretary 
of state, has the honer to refer to 
his report, dated the 3lst of July 
last, in which a reply, in part, is 
made to the resolution adopted by 
the senate in June, 1919, in respect 
to claims against Mexico for the de- 
struction of life and property of 
American citizens in that country 
and, in further reply to the resolu- 
tion, has the honor to state that the 
number of nationals of other coun- 
tries than the United States who 
in Mexieo since 
President Diaz resigned, as cathered 
from reports from the representa- 
tives of this government in Mexico 
is 927, as follows: Chinese, 471; 
Spanish, 209; Arabs, 111; British, 38; 
Italian, 16; French, 14: Japanese, 
10: and miscellaneous, 58.” 

The Killing of Wallace. 

The Mexican embassy today issued 
the following statement in the case 
of James Wallace, the American who 
was recently reported to have heen 
shot without provoeation by a Mex- 
ican federal soldier and whose kill- 
ing is being investigated. by the 
state department: 

“James Wallace, riding a horse 
while in an intoxteated condition, 
threw himself upon a machine gun 
placed in an advanced post at Po- 
trero del Liano, near ‘Tampico, 
knocking it and a sentry down with- 
out answering a timely warning 
given him to halt. 

“As the place is a dangerous one 
it was believed that Wallace was an 
an enemy and therefore he was fired 
upon. He died instantly. Notwith- 
standing these facts an investigation 
is now being carried on by the prop- 
er authorities.”

Washington, December 
sion was relieved today 
forty minutes in the two 
tous questions that this morning 
confronted the American nation— 
the crisis with Mexico and the abil- 
ity of President Wilson to take part 
in the affairs of the government. 
The dramatic announcement dur- 
ing the conference between the 
president and Senators Fall wand 
Hitcheock that William O. Jenkins, 
American consular agent, had been 
released from prisun in Puebla, 
Mexico, although by no means re- 
moving the source of friction be- 
tween the two nations, did much to 
clarify the situation, which was 

rapidly verging on intervention. 

The interview with the president 
convinced the two senators, respec- 
tively friend and foe of the admin- 
istration, that Mr. Wilson is capable 
mentally and in sufficiently good 
health to take charge of such af- 
fairs as must be brought to his at- 
tention. 

The Mexican situation and the 
steps that have been taken by the 
state department and the _ senate 
were delineated for the president by 
Senator Fall, He and Senator 
Hitchcock came away without any 
indication of what the president’s 
position in the matter is or how he 
regards the Fall resolution. He did 
say that he realized that the Mex- 
ican situation was of terrible possi- 
bilities that could not be dismissed 
with the wave of a hand and that 
the Jenkins case was not the inci- 
dent that forced action, but merely 
one of a long series. 


Difficulties Not Closed. 


That the difficulties with the 
United States and Mexico are not 
closed as the result of the white 
house conference was made plain on 
all sides. 

The president asked for and has 
received a copy of the report on the 
Mexican situation which Senator 
Fall submitted to the senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations. He in-~- 
dicated that he would inform con- 
gress of his opinion before the for- 
eign relations committee meets 
Monday. 

Senator Fall will urge the pas- 
sage of his resolution and will take 
the position that “America would 
be safer and better off” if his ad- 
vice is followed by congress. 

The state department announced 
that steps woud be taken immedi- 
otely to clear up the remaining 
points at issue in the Jenkins case 
and other wrongs inflicted on Amer- 
icans since that time and that “the 
long train of events,” of which the 
Jenkins’ arrest was the “last straw,” 
was still a factor in the negotia- 
tions, 

Events of the day moved in such 
order that the denouement came at 
the most dramatic moment pos- 
sible, The president was on his sick 
bed, with Mrs. Wilson in the room, 
listening to the statements of Sen- 
ator Fall, when Rear Admiral Gray- 
son, the president’s physician, 
walked in and announced that the 
state department had just received

of Mr. Jenkins’ release Senator

other things in the~situation. 

“I told the president that I re- 
garded the Jenkins case simply 
a peg to hang the hat on,” Senator 
Fall stated.

That Is the View of the 
Statement, Though Mex- 
ico City Says Jenkins 
Was Freed When Check 
for $500 Was Deposited. 


Washington, December 5.—wWil- 
liam O. Jenkins, the American con- 
sular agent imprisoned. at Puebla, 
Mexico, was released .. Thursday 
night. 

The American embassy in Mexico 
City reported his release in an of- 
ficial dispatch received by the state 
department this afternoon, and al- 
most at the same time news dis- 
patches were received from Mexico 
City which said a check for $500 had 
been deposited with the civil author- 
ities at Puebla. 

This difference in the two reports 
seemed to raise some doubt as to 
whether Jenkins was released un- 
conditionally on the diplomatic 
representations of the United 
States government, or whether he 
had been released on bail, as the 
Mexican authorities have contendea 
he could be. ; 

The Official Statement. 

state department, however, 
took the view that Jenkins hada 
been released in its diplomatic 
representations and_ issued this 
statement: 

“The release of William O. Jen- 
kins, the American consular agent 
at Puebla, Mexico, was reported late 
this afternoon from the American 
embassy at Mexico City. 

“The secretary of state announced 
that a dispatch from the embassy 
stated that Third Secretary Hanna 
ef the embassy, who was sent to 
Puebla in connection with the de- 
partment’s repeated representations 
for the immediate release of Jenkins, 
had reported that Jenkins was re- 
leased from the penitentiary last 
night. 

“Jenkins was abducted October 19, 
and the American embassy was im- 
mediately instructed to take all 
possible measures to effect his re- 
lease from the bandits who had 
robbed and kidnaped him. Jenkins 
was released on ransom, returning 
to Puebla October 26, was taken to 
a hospital on that date and was 
arrested November 15 by the Mexi- 
can authorities, and taken into 
custody. 

“The release of Consular Agent 
Jenkins was brought about by ur- 
gent diplomatic representations 
made by this government and the 
resulting investigation made by 
General Pablo Gonzales who was 
sent to Puebla by the Mexican 
government to investigate the facts 
in the case. The investigation by 
General Gonzales, who was at Pue- 
bla on December 8, had then prac- 
tically substantiated the position 
taken by this government on behalf 
of Jenkins. 

“Two peons from Santa Luciajad- 
mitted to General Gonzales hat 
they had made declaration against 
Jenkins under threat of execution. 
Other witnesses testified they had 
been compelled to make false state- 
ments against Jenkins under duress. 
One witness was threatened with a 
pistol, another suspended by a rope, 
and still another beaten until he 
made his declaration against Jen- 
kins. 

“These facts are shown 
court record of the case.” 

No Information About Check. 

Every effort was made here to- 
day to check up on a cabled report 
from Mexico City. saying that ac- 
cording to a Puebla dispatch to a 
Mexico City newspaper Jenkins was 
released after J. Salter Hansen ahd 
deposited a $500 check for bail. Of- 
ficials of the state department said 
they had no information whatever 
concerning Hansen or the question 
of bail, and that they did not know 
Hansen.

AMERICANS PREPARE 
TO LEAVE MEXICO. 

El Paso, Texas, December 5.—-Bor- 
der representatives of American con- 
cerns in Mexico today were pre- 


paring to carry out Instructions for 
withdrawal of American citizens 
employed: south of the Rio Grande. 
While no immediate exodus of 
Americans, of whom there are manv 
hundreds, is expected, agents here 
are endeavoring to provide means 
for a quick movement north if con- 
ditions beceme serious. 

Instructicns to prepare for im- 
mediate withdrawal from Mexico 
came yesterday on the heels of news 
from Washington concerning the 
Mexican situation as viewed in con- 
gress. In some cases the instruc- 
tions were for immediate withdraw- 
al, and in others calls were less ur- 
gent and apparently designed as a 
precautionary measure so that 
Americans in isolated sections of 
Mexico can be notified to be ready 
for any eventuality. 

If the United States senate shouid 
adopt the resolution withdrawing 
recOgnition from the Carranza gov- 
ernment, it was said, there would 
be an immediate exodus from Mex- 
ico, leaving many mines and other

Officials declare, however, that even 
if the names’ had been confused 
there was no information here to 
indicate’ that Hanna had put up 
bond, and, in fact, they expressed 
utmost assurance that he had not 
done so. 

Reports from Jenkins since his 
arrest and personal letters from 
him to relatives in this country 
have all quoted him as being most 
determined not to put up a cent of 
bail in order to obtain his release. 
This fact was cited by officials to 
support their contention that the 
release of the consular agent was 
brought about “by urgent diplo- 
matic representations made by this’ 
government and the resulting in- 
vestigation made by General Pablo 
Gonzales, who was sent to investi- 
gate the facts in the case.” 

Writing to Representative Davis, 
of Tennessee, from the state peni- 
tentiary at Puebla on November 26, 
Jenkins said he had refused to give 
bond, “as it seemed best to meet 
these people squarely and have it 
out once for all, as otherwise they 
would trouble me for months and 
months.” 

The letter said the general feel- 
ing there was that “Mexico will 
make one of her usual insulting 
replies” to the American note re-. 
questing Jenkins' release and that 
the American embassy at Mexico 
City then had a representative at 
Puebla “taking evidence that the 
court has refused to take.” 

Jenkins Against Intervention, 

‘T would not like to see interven- 
tion at all,” Jenkins wrote, “as I 
think it ought to be possible to 
solve the Mexican problem without 
actual intervention, although the 
attitude of the present government 
is hard to understand at times. 

“Mexico had the greatest chance 
on earth to get on her feet and stay 
there during the big war, by taking 
a stand in favor of the allies, but 
it is well known that the govern- 
ment was violently pro-German, 
and from the continued persecution 
that they are showing in my case, 
it would seem that they are still 
taking advantage of all opportuni- 
ties to insult the United States gov- 
ernment.” 

Announcement of the release of 
Consular Agent Jenkins, made in 
the house by Representative Davis, 
democrat, Tennessee, was greeted 
with applause and without further 
comment.

JENKINS RELEASED 
BY ORDER OF JUDGE. 

Mexico City,

Advices to El Democrata state 
that Consul Jenkins was set free 
after the authorities had been hand- 
ed a check itor $500 (American) 
signed by J. Salter Hansen, drawn 
on the Guaranty Trust Company of 
New York. It is deciared that Mr. 
Hansen conducted all the negotia- 
tions for the release. 

The freeing of Mr. Jenkins came 
as a surprise to him, the dispatch 
adds. He was awakened from his 
night’s sleep by Chief of Police Za- 
valeta and at once dressed himselt. 
gathered together his few pelong- 
ings, and was conveyed to his home. 

His release, it was said, was not 
unexpected in Puebla. 


The J. Salter Hansen referred to 
in the foregoing probably is the 
theatrical man of the name, former- 
ly of Chicago. This Mr. Hansen 
was involved in a dispatch with the 
British authorities in 1913 over in- 
cidents in connection with the pro- 
duction of the play of “Croesus,” in- 
volving an alleged threat against 
Arthur Bourchier, the English act- 
or-manager. 

The dispatches from London at 
that period stated that he had been 
over in $10,000 sureties in 
that city to keep the peace for a 
year, and that he shortly afterward 
left England for France.

Since War Has Trans- 
formed United States 
From Debtor to Creditor 
Nation, Many Change 
Attitude.

Washington, December 5.—ACc 
cording to quoted utterances ‘thers 
is quite a schism !n the high tar- 
iff ranks of the republican leaders 
As little lack of teamwork in thi:

The 
productivity of the country, greatly 
stimulated by the war,’ must fine 
an outlet by exports to foreign 
countries, and any 
to prevent imports will inevitabls 
curtail exports, force curtailment oO! 
production, load the banking ma- 
chinery of the country with credits 
to earry unsold products and pro- 
duce industrial stagnation and un- 
employment.” 

Conditions Changed. 

One of the most virulent high pro- 
tectionists of the country for many 
years was Alva B. Johnson, of Phil- 
ndelphia, former president of the 
Baldwin .

Macon, Ga., December 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—When the members of the 
Georgia Weekly Press association 
met in Macon yesterday morning at 
the call of the president, J. Kelly 
Simmons, of McRae, to discuss prob- 
lems of vital importance to the 
weekly papers of the state, deter- 
mination was written on the face 
of all those present to devote them- 
selves whole-heartedly to the busi- 
ness in hand. 

But an unforeseen bombshell was 
dropped into the assembly meeting 
at the Lanier hotel when an invita- 
tion from the Macon hotel men to 
join the members of the Hotel Men's 
association in an oyster roast at 
the county place of Louis Rossignol, 
was tendered. After a short debate 
as to whether the tinvitation should 
be accepted or not on account of 
the limited time to dispose of the 
business before the newspaper men, 
the devotees of the succulent bivalve 
were Successful in convincing their 
Stricter colleagues that such a 
a chance should not be overlooked, 
and:no one was sorry that business 
gave way to pleasure, for it was 
everything that an oyster roast 
should be, and President Simmons 
had difficulty in collecting his mem- 
bers again in an afternoon session- 

li, M, Stanley, commissioner of

New York, December 5.—The long- 
predicted 40-cent level was realized 
by the advance in December con- 
tracts in the market for cotton fu- 
tures here during the earlier part 
of the past week. This established 
the highest price ever paid for a 
future contract in the history of 
the New York cotton exchange and 
an advance of approximately 5cents 
per pound from the low level of 
November 19. 

It was due to urgent covering by 
trade and speculative shorts, who 
evidently saw little prospect for 
sufficient deliveries of spot cotton 
to materially weaken the situation, 
but a few December notices ap- 
peared jater in tne week and it 
looked as though the demand from 
shorts had been pretty well sup- 
plied on the advance. 

At any rate, the appearance of the 
40-cent level proved a signal for 
more or less general realizing and 
the market since then has been 
nervous and unsettled, owing to 
the uncertainty of the Mexican sit- 
uation, fears of a coal shortage, a 
tendency to increase ‘estimates of 
the crop and the weakness of for- 
eign exchange rates. 


Trading in December has been 
comparatively quiet since the big 
advance, but there has been quite 
an active business in later deliv- 
eries, with today’s prices showing 
reactions of over a cent a pound 
from the best on March and later 
deliveries. 

Private crop reports issued is 
week have suggested that the yfeld 
was turning out better than X- 
pected in some _ sections of he 
south.

COAL STRIKE STABS 
HEART OF BUSINESS, 
SAYS BRADSTREET 


New York, December 5.—Brad- 
street’s tomorrow will say: 

“Reports as to trade distributions 
and those reflecting industrial con- 
ditions as affected by the bitu- 
minous coal strike show even more 
of a contrast than has been hitherto 
noted.

Two Interesting Private 
Reports Received Yesterday 


Two private bureau final cotton 
crop estimates were yesterday re- 
ceived in ‘tinnta, H. F. Bachman 
& Co., of New York, through the 
Watkins bureau, placing the 1919 


crop at 10,735,000 running bales, 
compared with 11,906,000 running 
bales‘in 1918, and Weil Brothers, of 
Montgomery, Ala., playing the yield 
(actual growth), exclusive of lint- 
ers. at 10,440,250 bales. 

The pereentage picked is estimat- 
ed at 80.3 per cent, against 90 per 
cent last year: percentage ginneé 
74.4 per cent. against &4.7 per cent 
last year, by the Bachman report. 

H. M. Peer, who has just returned 
from a five weeks’ trip in the south 
for the Bachman company, having 
covered the two Carolinas, Geor- 
sia. Alabama and Mississippi, says: 

“T find that from a line running west- 
ward from Charleston 8. C., to the Mie- 
sissipp! river, practically all of the fields 
sonth of this line have heen picked clean. 

here is some cotton remaining itn the fields 
in north Georgia, northern Sonth Carolina 
and North Carolina, but generally speaking, 
this has heen the most ranidiv picked. 
cinned and sold crop east of the Mississinpi 
river on record, notwithstanding its lateness. 
The farmers seem to have heen satisfied 
with prices obtainable in Octoher and sold 
as ranidly as ginned. The demand thns far 
has been principally for the high erades of 
white cotton, and the consensus of opinton 
's that these grades have heen oversold by 
the trade. In fact, the sitnation is so acute 
that few, if any, responsible shippers can 
now. be irdnced to sell white eotton at anv 
pri unless they have the bales actually 
on hand in warehouse. The time is now 
near at hand when mills must turn to the 
lower grades by force of necessity. Thies in 
my jndgment will reenlt fn a sharn advance 
in low grades, which influence will he re- 
fiected in a material advance in future 
contracts, 

2 July Contracts. 
E At the present time July contracts In 
New York are selling at a disconnt of about 
% cents per pound as compared with snots 
at the sonth. For Instance. Iniy New York 
today is 31 cents, while middling cotton at 
the south {s around 40 cents. Even low 
middling is hringing around 35 cents in the 
Carolinas. This is the lowest gerade which 
ean be delivered on contract and {« deliv- 
erable at a discount of 528 points. On 
the hasis of July at 21 cents this cotton 
would cost the buyer 25.77 cents as com- 
nared with 35 cents at the south. A con- 
dition of this kind cannot for long continne. 
Fither spot cotton mnst decline or futures 
will advance to a spot parity. 

“From what I know of conditions at the 
south IT feel nositive that enote wil) not 
weaken: therefore, I am convinced that fu- 
tures will aurely advance from around pres- 
ent levels. Having sold early at hich prices 
the sonth was never tn a stronger position 
financially. Althoneh only fnturee in Now 
York recently declined about 700 points. 
snot cotton in the interfor continues to sell 
fround the top prices of the season. YT 
anote from one of our valued apot friends 
et Atlanta. Ga., nnder date of November 
21, as follows: ‘We do not see a thine 
that is changed in the spot citnation. Snote 
are not going to weaken. The talk abont 
restricting cotton loans 1s ahsurd. The 
hanks are looking for them—anxione to ret 
them—anxious to make them. Noa cotton of- 


fered for sale.” This is the situation tn a 
nutshell, from my personal observations. 

‘“‘In our judgment,’’ adds the Bachman 
Co., ‘‘the situation today as regards con- 
tracts !n New York and spot cotton at the 
south is very similar to last season, when 
we saw July contracts sell at 800 points 
under spot in March of this year, only 
to rise to a basis even with middling 
cotton at the south during the summer. 
We predict that the same thing will hap- — 
pen to July this season. As the demand 
gradually turns to the lower grades we 
expect a sharp advance in low grade cot- 
ton and a material narrowing of the differ- 
ences between low grade cotton and strict 
middling white cotton. This will unques- 
tionably result in a materia] advance in 
New York futures contracts and we be- 
lieve that any mill needing cotton for de- 
livery beyond May will save between $40 
and $50 per bale by buying July futures now 
instead of buying the spot cotton.’’ 

Weil Estimate. 

Well Brothers’ estimate by states 
and an accompanying statement of 
conditions. is as follows: 

‘‘Alabama, 650,000 bales; Arkansas, 746,- 
000; Georgia, 1,880,000; Florida, 20,000; 
Louisiana, 310,000; Mississippi, 870,000; 
Oklahoma, 700,000: Tennessee, 220.250; va- 
rious, 155,000; Missouri, 40,000; North Caro- 
lina, 715,000: South Carolina, 1,425,000; 
Texas, 2,715,000. 

‘These figures are based on information 
from variovs sources in the actual cotton 
producing states of the south, just as we 
have done heretofore, the result of which 
has proved in many instances very near 
the actual crop. 

‘‘Weather east of the state of Missis- 
sippi has been very favorable during the 
picking season. Scareely any cotton has 
been wasted in the flelds on account of fn- 
clement weather. Killing frost this season 
was late: notwithstanding this the top crop 
in the eastern belt was light. In Missfs- 
sippi and the west, especially Texas, heavy 
precipitation during the gathering season 
not only delayed picking, but considerable 
cotton was wasted in the fields. 

‘‘The marketing of the crop from the 
start of the season was exceedingly rapid. 
Spinners itn America as well as tn Europe 
being very prosperous have bought very 
heavily, and the demand having been great- 
er than the ready supply has.caused the 
basis to advance. A further reason for 
this can be found fn the big demands for 
staple cotton and the large demand for high 
grades which were principally produced in 
the eastern belt, the western belt’s produc- 
tion of high grade cotton being considerably 
under normal.’’ 

The Watkins’ bureau for the 
Bachman company give the follow- 
the table and statement: 

“‘The reports of our correspondents {nd!- 
cate that on November 21 about 80.3 per 
cent of the crop had been picked out, and 
about 74.4 per cent ginned. The yield of 
lint per acre is estimated at 159.2 pounds, 
the total area picked at 32.458,000 acres, 
as against 33,960,000 acres planted, 4.6 per 
cent of which was abandoned. 

‘*The total crop is estimated at 10,735.000 
bales (not including lnters), or 1,271,000 
bales less than the crop of Iast year. All 
of the states east of the Mississippi, in- 
cluding Louisiana and Arkansas, return a 
much smaller crop than last year with the 
single exception of North Carolina. The {n- 
crease in the Texas crop ts 1% per cent, 
while that of Oklahoma exceeds 50 per cent. 
The crops ef both Arizona ard California 
show an appreciable increase.’’
